Six Shows Are Ready to Start

With four shows opening 
tomorrow, a fifth one on 
Monday and a sixth on 
Wednesday, Cleveland air will 
be thick with culture this 
month. 

Starting at the Cleveland Mu¬ 
seum of Art (where the Bonnard 
show is in full swing) is the Ohio 
Water Color Society Annual. Tha 
last few I have seen have been 
tame fare, but under the presi¬ 
dency of William Joseph East¬ 
man, Cleveland painters have de¬ 
cided to come In the fold again. 
The purse prize has also been 
fattened considerably. 

It was not ready for review at 
press time, but Cleveland ex¬ 
hibitors are Clayton Bachtel, Kae

Swinging down to the Cleve-' 
land Garden Center is an exhibit 
of flower paintings in water color 
and gouache by Mrs. M. B. L.

Her botanical accuracy is the 
result of study and dissection of 
the blossoms. But her art training 
sharpened her sense of design and 
color harmony so that her work 
is not the seed catalog variety. 
Tea will be served from 4 to 6 
p. m. 

Students Hold Show 

Frank Hale of Town and Coun¬ 
try, licked 1,528 stamps on invi¬ 
tations to his show of paintings by 
34 students at the Cleveland 
School of Art The preview is from 



four to six, and the exhibit re¬ 
mains three weeks. 

There is chaff mixed with the 
wheat, and some of the artists are 
charging Inflation prices, but 
there are plenty of bargains for 
the discerning buyer, starting at 
$10. My favorite of the group is 
Doris Morrison’s fresh water col¬ 
or, “Fruit Market, Little Italy." 
Bernard Horwitks brilliant 
washes and Keith Kitts’ compe¬ 
tent handling of form were also 
impressive.

Clevelanders Exhibit 

Ten Thirty’s new show is paint¬ 
ings by Alice Gizewski, paintings 
and enamels Vy Miss Yarlecovic, 
and prints by three young New 
Yorkers, Sue Fuller, Ann Ryan 
and Fred Becker. It will be pre¬ 
viewed Wednesday from 8 to 8 
p.m. 

The two painters were recently 
graduated from the Cleveland 
School of Art, and now work in 
the school’s graduate studio. Both 
of them have already won unusual 
recognition in regional shows. 

1 rate this show as a satisfactory 
progress report rather than a full- 
fledged exhibition. Quality is not 
consistently even, and their point 
of view is often similar enough to 
indicate that neither has fully 
realized her own individual ex¬ 
pression. Perhaps they shouldn’t 
have shown together. 

The wet water colors of sea 
gulls, salt water docks and small 
boats, with staccato accents of 
black lines are extremely able 
paintings. The luscious handling 
of paint in'the gouache with two 
recognizable fish was one of the 
best in the Yarlecovic group. 

Miss Gizewski’s fondness for 
violet, aqua and pink lifts a group 
of old houses into something ro¬ 
mantic and strange. 

Use New Techniques 

The print group shows many 
new tricks in technique. Ann 
Ryan’s colored woodblocks make 
use of the grain of the wood lor 
texture. Fred Becker is an out¬ 
standing craftsman, but his 


strange beasts, gargoyles and 
gears didn’t send my appreciation 
beyond the technical point. 

Sue Fuller etches on soft 
ground, which makes many of 
her lines look like the burring in 
dry point. She uses intricate pat¬ 
terns as backgrounds, and a de¬ 
vice similar to embossing to allow 
the white areas to be raised 
above the surface. 

( The Akron Art Institute opens • 
a major show erf abstract paint¬ 
ing and sculpture tomorrow from 
the Miller Mfg. Co. collection. 
Among the painters are Picasso, 
Bracque, Gris, and Stuart Davis. 
Sculptors are Lifshitz, Calder, 
Henry Moore, etc. 

The northeastern Ohio section 
of the national Scholastic Maga¬ 
zine awards, composed of work 
by school children of this region, 
is on view at the auditorium of 
Cleveland College through next 
week. 

Paintings by August Biehle are 
being shown at the new Parma 
Public Library, 5850 Ridge Rd., 
Parma. In the Ohio Valley Oil 
and Water Color Show at Athens 
are paintings by Leon Miller. 
Volper, Don Lord, Samuel Bookatx 
and Nick Voglein, winner of sec¬ 
ond prize in water color.

Paintings by Cleveland School of Art atudenta 
will be featured at exhibitions opening next week 
at the 1030 and Town and Country galleries. 

Largest group will be at the Town and Country, 
3657 Prospect Ave., where 40 pictures will be 
shown, beginning Monday. They include land¬ 
scapes, buildings and still life in oil, water color 
and gouache, ranging in price from $10 to $110. 

Some paintings were class projects, others were 
done during the students’ spare time. While the 
pictures have technical faults, the exhibition is im¬ 
portant in that it shows what fledgling artists are 
doing.
